SIX LINEMEN ELECTROCUTED 
WHEN AT WORK ON WIRES 


Telephone Men Under High Tension Line in 
Pennsylvania Suffer 33,000-Volt 
Shock. 


By the Associated Press. 


TIMBLIN, Pa., Sept. 1*—ix men 
were electrocuted near here this 
afternoon when they came in con- 
tact with a high-tension wire car- 
rying 33,000 volts of electricity. The 


victims were linemen employed by 
the Penn Public Service Corpora- 
tion. 

The linemen, according to re- 
ports here, were stringing telephone 
wires under high-tension wires. All 
the victims were said to be resi- 
dents of Punxsutawney, Pa. 

Five of the men were killed in- 
stantly, while one who attempted 
to rescue the others from the “hot” 
wire, died later. 

The men were stringing a tele- 
phone line across a valley. Five 
of them were pulling the line when 
it came in contact with the high

down by the heavy shock.

Finally the 
doctors said five were dead and 
beyond aid. A first-aid crew con-

GEAR SHIFT WITHOUT CLUTCH 


British Inventor’s Device Also 

Makes Fly-Wheel Unnecessary.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 1.—An au 
tomobile gear device which does 
away with the engine flywheel, the 
clutch and differential, has been 
devised by a British inventor at 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, the Com- 
merce Department was advised *to- 
day by Vice Consul Levis, at that 
place.

Billed Jefferson Barracks. 

Twice, according to Hoffmeister, 
Undertaker Bopp billed Uncle Sam 
for hauling bodies of soldiers to 
Kirkwood, but Bopp was rebuked, 
instead of being paid. 

One soldier from Jefferson Bar- 
racks was killed by a train at 
Cliff Cave. Another soldier was 
killed by an automobile at 9400 
South Broadway. Despite the fact 
that inquests could have been held 
at those places, which are much 
nearer to Jefferson Barracks, Un- 
dertaker Bopp, learning of the 
deaths through his position as Cor- 
oner, hauled the bodies to the 
Louis H. Bopp Undertaking Co. 
mortuary at Kirkwood. 

When the Quartermaster-Gen- 
eral at Washington received bills 
from Bopp for $10 in each case, 
he notified Jefferson Barracks that 
the bills would not be paid, as the 
transportation to Kirkwood / was 
unnecessary. 

According to Hoffmeister, when 
Bopp demurred to surrendering 
one of the bodies. before he had 
been paid, a threat was made to 
send a detachment of soldiers after 
the body, whereupon Bopp § s6ur- 
rendered it. 

Paid Bopp $10 to Get Body. 

In civilian cases, soldiers were 
not available to recover bodies, 
and Undertaker Bopp succeeded in 
collecting hauling charges, Hoff- 
meister said. 

The widow of a man who died 
in St. Mary’s Hospital after being 
struck by an automobile directed 
Hoffmeister to conduct the funeral. 
But Bopp already had taken the 
body to Kirkwood. Hoffmeister 
had to pay $10 to get the body 
from Bopp, and the widow had to 
pay Hoffmeister. 

For a longer haul, only $5 was 
charged, for some unexplained rea- 
son. This was the case of a man 
who died of chronic heart disease 
at the United States Veterans’ Hos- 
Pital. Hoffmeister was delegated 
to get the body, and learned Bopp 
had been there before him, taking 
the body all the way to Kirkwood. 
Hoffmeister paid Bopp $5, and car- 
ried the body all the way back to 
7814 South Broadway. 

Hoffmeister mentioned another 
case where a person died of heart 
trouble and a $10 hauling charge 
resulted, and still another heart 
disease fatality where Bopp even 
went so far as to embalm the body 
and charge $25. In these in- 
stances, Hoffmeister said, the per- 
sons had died from natural causes 
and inquests were not necessary; 
and besides the families did not se- 
lect Bopp as the undertaker. 


Bopp Answers Critics, 
‘ Coroner Bopp, in discussing the 
allegations, today said if he had 
committed any “minor infractions” 
of the laws, he had done so to be 
accommodating. He said he was 
the only county officer not pro- 
vided with an office. and therefore 


conducted his official business at’ 


his private undertaking establish- 
ment, considering it more conven- 
ient for himself and others who 
must attend inquests to hold them 
at his $40,000 mortuary in Kirk- 
wood, which is centrally located in 
the county, rather than hold the 
inquests in the townships where 
death occurs, which was the cus- 
tom of previous Coroners.

The investigation is the result of 
Carroll’s statement to the prison 
authorities that his parents were 
born in Ireland. but that he was 
born in Pittsburg. Federal offi- 
cials are endeavoring to ascertain 
whether Carroll's parents were 
naturalized and whether he was 
born in Pennsylvania.

NEW YORK, Sept. 1.—Amelia 
Bingham, veteran actress, died to- 
day at her home on Riverside 
Drive of pneumonia. She was 58 
years old. She had been on the 
stage 34 years. 

Mrs. Bingham had béen an inva- 
lid for eight months, but this morn- 
ing she arose from her bed and 
managed ‘to get to a window in her 
room to look out upon the Hudson 
River view she loved. 

The effort was almost too much 
and she was carried back to her 
bed. 

“IT am afraid we are nearing tHe 
end,”’ she said to her nurse, and 
shortly afterward died. Her sister, 
Mrs. Mino Leslie, was at the bed- 
aide, 

Mrs. Bingham was a great be- 
liever in Spiritualism and told her 
friends that she had had communi- 
cations with her dead husband, 
Bingham, through a mediumistic 
friend. She confided to those 
nearest to her that her husband 
had recently sent a message say- 
ing: . “Don’t think so much about 
death, Amelia; write the book.”

Alaska.

WRANGELL, Alaska, Sept. 1.—

nadian steamer Princess Charlotte, 


rescued when the vessel struck a 
huge rock near here Tuesday night, 
plunged into a program of social 
events here while awaiting the ar- 
rival of a relief ship to take them 
to Vancouver: 

The. 250 excursionists, who in- 
cluded many wealthy residents ef 
the United States and Canada, were 
landed in Wrangell late yesterday 
and immediately were afforded the 
hospitality for which the Alaskans 
have become famed. The first 
thought of the Wrangell townsfolk 
was a public dance and reception 
for the refugees, and today the un- 
expected visitors were invited to 
visit places of interest near the city. 

Aboard private tugs and Govern- 
ment vessels which sped through 
the night in answer to S O §S calls 
from the Princess Charlotte, the 


tourists invaded Wrangell appar- 
ently unconcerned over the pros- 
pect of spending two days or more 
as guests of the Alaskans, the 
“sourdoughs,” in whose homes they 
found shelter. 

The Princess Charlotte, operated 
by the Canadian Pacific Railway, 
was returning to Vancouver, B. C.., 
from Skagway, Alaska, when she 


piled up on little known Vichnef- | 


ski Reef. With a gaping hole in 
her outer plates, the vessel was 
held fast on the rocks until high 
tide, when she was refloated and 
unloaded her passengers, for safety 
sake, on an isolated and windswept 
beach.

WARRANT FOR 
ALLEGED FIXER 
INAUTO CASE 


Prosecutor Schweitzer Ac- 


cuses Bondsman -Louis 
Rusznak of Embezzle- 


ment by Bailee. 


The first attempt in 
prosecute a court ‘fixer’ for oper- 
ations tin the corridors of the Mu- 
nicipal Courts building was made 
today when Prosecuting Attorney 
Schweitzer issued a warrant charg- 
ing Louis Rusznak, a professional 
bondsman, of 4827 Palm street, 
with embezzlement by bailee. 


Rusznak is charged with ieking 
$5 from George Morgan of 722 
North Twentieth street on July 12, 
after accosting Morgan at the door 
of Police Judge Beck’s court and 
promising to “fix” a traffic cnarze. 
which had been brought against 
Morgan. 

Morgan believed Rusznak would 
do as he said, so did not appear 
when his case was called. Judge 
Beck fined him $10 by default, 
the charge being failure to have a 
city auto license when ‘arrested 
July 7. 

Judge Beck Digs Up Evidence. 

Police Judge Beck, following an 
investigation of the activities of 
Sam Arky and his coterie of pro- 
fessional bondsmen who infest the 
Dayton Street Police Station, de- 
cided to investigate cases defaulted 
in his court to see if “fixers” had 
been at work. Louis Rusznak is 
a business associate of Arky, as is 
Circuit Judge Anthony Ittner, and 
Judge Beck focused his investiga- 
tion on “tusznak for that reason. 

The Judge found by questioning 
Morgan, whose case was on the list 
of defaults, that Morgan had hand- 
ed $5 to Rusbznak to “fix’’ the 
charge against him. Morgan made 
affidavit to this and produced John 
F. Hales, 3969 Hartford street, his 
employer, to verify his statement. 

Backed by Affidavit. 

Hales made affidavit as to the 
meeting between Rusznak and Mor- 
gan in the Municipal Courts Build- 
ing. 
gan $5 and Morgan handed the 
money to Rusznak after the bonds- 
man had promised to “fix” the 
case.

Judge Beck taid the cases before

HIURGES WARNINGS FOR 
CHILDREN IN STREETS 


Former President of Safety 
Council Addresses 800 Teach- 
ers of Parochial Schools. 


“More children are killed in 


traffic accidents during the month 
of September than in any month 
of the year,” Oliver T. Remmet:s, 
former president of the St. Louis 
Safety Council and chairman of the 
Republican City Central Commit- 
tee, declared yesterday in an ad- 
dress before 800 teachers of th 
perochial schools held at the Ca- 


Maryland avenues. 

“In September, 1926, eight school 
children died in traffic accidents,” 
Remmers said, “while in Septeim- 
ber, 1924, 14 school children lost 
their lives as the result of being 
struck by a motor car. Just after 
the school season begins when ti? 
childrén attend school after the 
vacation seasor, iheir release ac 
noon and in the afternucn may te 
likened to the releuse of a bid 
fsom a cage, only these littie biris

“It behooves every school teach- 
er in St. Louis to do his or ber vwt- 
most during this coming month in 
an effort to wara children against 
street huzards so that the chances 
of their being injurej ir. ea rmiotor 
vehicle crash wil! be r2iuaced to 
the minimum. Parents sl.:ould also 


take every opportnui‘ty of «peaking 
| daily to their children abou: the 
hazards of the streets.’ 
Urges Safety In Homes, 

Remmers pointed cut that there 
are 30 less motor vehicts tatali- 
ties in St. Louis up to date this 
year than there were in the same 
period of 1926, the total for 1927 


being 80 as compated with 110 in| 
1926. This means that St. Louis 
now stands at the .o,p of the list of 
large cities that have hbcen able to 
bring about a reduction in raotor 
vehicle fatalities during the year. 

Speaking of home sifety, Rem- 
mers dgclarcd the home is many 
times more danrerovs than the in- 
dustry as statistics stow that fall- 
ing down stairs, triopipz over 1ugs, 
taking poison by mistake, using 
firearms, asphyxiation and burns 
from scalding water or various 
electrical devices are responsible 
for more deaths in the United 
States each year than occur in i1- 
dustries. 

Remmers declared the best way 
to educate the future generation 
in safety is to teach the child of to- 
day to observe safety precautions 
so that when it reaches adult age 
it will adapt itself to the training 
that has been.given it. Children

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DECLARES ORIGIN OF MAN 
GOES BACK 1,000,000 YEARS 


Sir Arthur Keith Defends Evolution at Scien- 
tists’ Meeting—Fossil Remains Prove 
Theory, He Asserts. 


By the Associated Press. 

LEEDS, England, Sept. 1.—The 
theory that man hag descended 
from an ape-like being, as ad- 
vanced by Charles Darwin, was de- 
fended by Sir Arthur Keith, noted 
British scientist, yesterday, before 
a distinguished gathering of scien- 
tists, inventors and scholars, at the 
ninety-sixth annual session of the 
British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science. Keith was 
delivering the annual presidential 
address. 

Not only was he giving his own 
views, he remarked, but those of a 
jury “empaneled from men who 
have devoted a lifetime to weighing 
the evidence.” 

After telling of the processes 
whereby scientists had studied evo- 
lution of man from fossil remains, 
he declared all the evidence avail- 
able supports the conclusion that 
man has arisen from an anthropoid 
ape not higher in the zoological 
scale than a champanzee, and that 
the date at which human and an- 
thropoid lines of descent began to 
diverge lies near the beginning of 
the Miocene period. 


Man Million Years Old. | 

“On our modest scale of reckon- 
ing,” he added, “that gives man the 
respectable antiquity of about one 
million years.” 

“The evidence of man’s evolution 
from an ape-like being,” he said, 
“obtained from a study of fossil re- 
mains, is definite and irrefutable, 
but the process has been infinitely 
more complex than was suspected 
in Darwin’s time. Our older and 
discarded conception of man’s 
transformation was depicted in the 
well known diagram which show ed 
a single file of skeletons, the Gib- 
bon at one end and man at the 
other. 

“In our original simplicity we ex- 
pected, as we traced man  back- 
wards in time, that we should en- 
counter a graded series of fossil 
forms—a series which would carry 
him in a straight line towards an 
anthropoid ancestor. We should 
never have made this initial mis- 
take, if we had remembered the 
guide to the world of the past is 
the world of the present. In our 
time man is represented not by one 
but by many and diverse races— 
black, Brown, yellow and white; 
some of these are rapidly expand- 
ing, others are rapidly disappear- 
ing. 


ee World Once Sparsely Peopled. 


“Our searches have shown that 
in remote times the world was peo- 
pled, sparsely, it is true, with races 
showing an even greater diversity 
than those of today, and that al- 
ready the same process of replace- 
ment was at work. To unravel 
man’s pedigree we have to thread 
our way, not along the links of a 
chain, but through the meshes of a 
complicated network. 

“We made another mistake. As 
in our search for man’s ancestry 
we expected to reach an age when 
the beings we should have to deal 
with would be’ simian rather than 
human, we ought to have marked 
the condition which prevails among 
living anthropoid apes. We ought 
to have been- prepared to find. as 
we approached a distant point in 
the geological horizon, that the 
forms encountered would be as 
widely different as are the gorilla. 
chimpanzee and orang, and con- 
fined, as these great anthropoids 
now are, to limited parts of the 
earth’s surface. 

“That is what we are now realiz- 
ing. As we go backwards in time 
we discover that mankind becomes 
broken up, not into separate races. 
as in the world of today, but into 
numerous and separate species. 
When we go into a still more re- 
mote past they become so unlike 
that we have to regard them not 
as belonging to separate species but 
different genera. It is amongst this 
welter of extinct fossil forms which 
strew the ancient world that we 
have to trace the zigzag line of 
man’s descent. Do you wonder we 
sometimes falter and follow false 
clews? 

Other Difficulties Found. 

“There are other difficulties. 
There still remain great blanks in 
the geological record of man’s evo- 
lution. As Our search proceeds 
these blanks will be filled in, but 
in the meantime let us note their 
nature and their extent. By the 
discovery of fossil remains we have 
followed man backwards to the 
close of the pliocene—a period 
which endured at least for a quar- 
ter of a million years—but we have 
not yet succeeded in tracing him 
through this period. 

“It is true that we found fossil 


teeth in pliocene deposits which 


[may be those of an ape-like man 


or of a man-like ape; until we find 
other parts of their bodies we can- 
not decide. When we pass into the 
still older miocene period—one 
which was certainly twice as long 
as the pliocene—we are in the hey- 
day of anthropoid history. 

“All the evidence now at our dis- 
posal supports the conclusion that 
man has arisen, as Lamarck and 
Darwin suspected, from an anthro- 
poid ape not higher in the zoologi- 
cal scale than a chimpanzee, and 
that the date at which human and 
anthropoid lines of descent began 
to diverge lies near the beginning 
of the miocene period. On. our 
modest scale of reckoning that 
gives man the respectable antiquity 
of about 1,000,000 years. 

The Missing Link. 

“Our geological search, which I 
have summarized all too briefly, 
has not produced so far the final 
and conclusive evidence of man’s 
anthropoid origin; we have not 
found as yet the human ‘imago’ 


emerging from its anthropoid en- 
casement. Why, then, do modern 
anthropologists share the conviction 
that there has been an anthropoid 
stage in our ancestry? 

“I must touch on the sources of 
this conviction only in a passing 
manner. Early in the present cen- 
tury Prof. G. H. F. Nuttall of Cam- 
bridge University, discovered a 
trustworthy and exact method of 
determining the affinity of one 
species of animal to another by 
comparing the reactions of their 
blood. He found that the blood of 
man and that of the great anthro- 
poid apes gave almost the same re- 
action. 

“Bacteriologists find that the liv- 
ing anthropoid body possesses al- 
most the same susceptibilities to In- 
fections, and manifests the same 
reactions, aS does the body of man. 
So alike are the brains of man and 
anthropoid in their structural or- 
ganization that surgeons and physi- 
ologists transfer experimental ob- 
servations from the one to the 
other. 

The Same Vestigial Structures, 


“When the human embryo estab- 
lishes itself it throws out structures 
of a most complex nature to effect 
a connection with the maternal 
body. We now know that exactly 
the same elaborate processes occur 
in the anthropoid and in no other. 
We find the same vestigial struc- 
tures—the same ‘evolutionary post- 
marks’—in the bodies of man and 
anthropoid. 

“The anthropoid mother fondles 
and. nurses her young in the hu- 
man manner. This is but a tithe of 
the striking and intimate points in 
which man resembles the anthro- 
poid ape. In what other way can 
such a myriad of coincidence be 
explained except by presuming a 
common ancestry for both?’’ 

“The crucial chapters in Dar- 
win'’s ‘Descent of Man’ are those 
in which he seeks to give a his- 
torical account of the rise of man’s 


brain and of the varied functions | 


which that organ subserves. ... 
Darwin himself approached this 


problem not as an anatomist, but | 


as a psychologist and, after many | 
years of patient and exact observa- 
tion, succeeded in convincing hirg- 
self that, immeasurable as are the 


differences between the mentality 


of man and ape, they are of de- 


i gree, not of kind. 


Evolutions of Man’s Brains. 


“Prolonged researches made by 
modern psychologists have but veri- 
fied and extended Darwin's conclu- 
sion. No maiter what line of evi- 
dence we select to follow—evidence 
gathered by anatomists, by embry- 
ologists, by physiologists or by psy- 
chologists—we reach the conviction 
that man’s brain has been evolved 
from that of an anthropoid ape 
and that in the process no new 
structure has been introduced and 
no new or strange faculty inter- 
polated. 

“Was Darwin right 
that man, under

Packages May Be Sent From 
Coast to Coast in 32 
Hours — Three _ Lines 
Now Under Operation. 


PLANES ALSO WILL 
CARRY AIR MAIL 


Government Relinquishes 
Control of Last Postal 
Air Route — Four Com- 
panies Take Contract.

NEW YORK, Sept. 1.—A coun- 
try-wide system of air express, with 
express shipments and air mail car- 
ried in the same planes of four 
privately owned airplane companies 
was inaugurated today. 

Urgent express packages may be 
sent from coast to coast in 32 hours 
and from Chicago t6 Dallas in less 
than 12. Besides the main trunk 
air line from New York to San 
Francisco there will be a _ daily 
plane from Boston through New 
York to Chicago and on to Dallas 
and a return plane over the same 
route, and a connecting line at Salt 
Lake City plying between that city 
and Los Angeles, making connec- 
tions with planes of the trunk line. 

Air Express in Mail Planes. 

The air express will be carried 
in the same planes which carry 
the mail under contracts between 
the Government and the Colonial 
Air Transport, the National Air 
Transport, the Boeing Air Trans- 
port and the Western Air Express. 

By virtue of the regular sched- 
ules of these companies the honor 
of being the first air express plane 
in the air fell to the one leaving 
Cleveland for Chicago and Dallas 
at 1:30 a. m. Central Standard time 
today. 

The departure times of three oth- 
er express planes, the ones leaving 
Dallas for Chicago, San Francisco 
for New York and Los Angeles for 
Salt Lake, preceded the leaving 
time of the San Francisco bound 
plane from Hadley Field, N. J., 
which is the airport for New York. 


Ceremonies Mark Inauguration. 


But because the headquarters of 
the American Railway Express Co. 
is in New York, the principal cere- 
mony attending inauguration was 
at Hadley Field, where the starting 
time of the first cxpress plane was 
1:15 pm m. Eastern daylight time. 

This was done in part to permit 
the- presence at the ceremonies of 
| Robert E. M. Cowie, president of 
| the express company, who dreamed 
a dream of air express many years 
‘ago and who was eager to see his 
dream come true today. 
| The ceremonies were of a double 

nature, marking both inauguration 

of the air express and the taking 
over by the National Air Transport, 
ithe air service operated until tio- 
'day by the Government. 

European countries have had 
far grcater systems of air pass2n- 
ger lines than this country, il- 
though having nothing like the 
country-wide air express service 
inaugurated here today, but those 
lines were operated largely by 
Government subsidy. 

200-Pound Limit. 


Express company officials ex- 
pressed the belief that the air ex- 
press would justify itself commer- 
cially from the beginning and 
would prove a boon to business 
wherever time is money. 

The rates for the new express 
service range from 25 to 75 cents 
per quarter pound of not more 
than 50 cubic inches, according to 
the distance the shipment is sent 
'There is a minimum charge of $1 
and extra charges are made for 
light and bulky packages, techni- 
cally known as “balloon freight.” 

Packages cannot be more than 
200 pounds in weight, valued at 
more than $5000 or contain explo- 
sives. Live animals will not be 
accepted. 

On the Boston-New York line 
the only intermediate stop is at 
| Hartford. Conn. Cleveland is the 
ionly stopping point between New 
York and Chicago. There are seven 
| stops between Chicago and Dallas. 
110 between Chicago and San Fran- 
cisco and but one, Las Vegas, Nev., 
| between Salt Lake City and Los 
Angeles. 

Planes Will Be Unarmed. 

The air express, as is the mail, 
will be in sole charge of the pilot 
of each plane, no enmrploye of the 
express company riding the planes 
as they do the express cars on the 
railroads. The planes, though they 
are often expected to carry ship- 
ments valued at many thousands of 
dollars, will be unarmed, but every 
precaution will be taken at the 
landing fields to prevent the possi- 
ble activitles of modern freebooters 
who might turn their attention 
from vehicles of the land and sea 
to those of the alr in which the 
mail-express planes ply their trade.

mentary conceptions of humanity.’

Osseravatore Romano could find 
nothing to approve in the attitude 
of the officers of the law. 

“Indeed, many editors appears 
to write under the conviction that 
the Commonwealth of Massachus- 
etts, deeming itself in danger from 
the machinations of radicals, se- 
lected Sacco and Vanzetti, as rep- 
resentatives of the extreme Ieft 
wing, for indictment, and after re- 
fusing them a fair trial, put them 
to death.

SHANGHAIL Sept. 1.—The forces 


of Marshal Sun. Chuan-fang, the 
Northern militarist who is trying 
to wrest control of the Shanghai- 
Nanking area from the Southern 
Nationalists, have been driven back 
to the north bank of the Yangtze 
River, where they are establishing 
strong defenses, according to in- 
formation reaching Shanghai Rail- 
way circles Whis afternoon. 

Artillery is proving its useful- 
ness in the fighting for possession 
of this part of China. It is due to 
the superiority of their heavy guns 
that the troops of Sun Chuan-fang 
had been enabled to maintain their 
position on the south bank of the 
river in the vicinity of Chinkiang. 
But a Northern victory is not yet 
assured. 

A telegram from Nanking ear- 
lier today told of Sun’s forces 
standing at Chi Hsia Shan and 
after sharp fighting being forced 
yesterday to retreat, the national- 
ists capturing many. The Nan- 
king-Shanghai Railway line had 
been cleared of Northern troops, 
Gen. Ho Ying-ching, coming from 
Nanking, meeting Gen. Pai Shume- 
hsi at Lungtan, 21 miles from 
Nanking.

He 
also wanted to see the pact with 
the American Government by 
which the fighting between the Lib- 
eral and Conservative factions was 
ended, to make sure that it is 
“equitable to the Liberals.” 

A commission, headed by United

for each rifle and 5 cents for each 
cartridge being offered to him. 

Gen. Sandino, who refused to fall 
in line with the other Liberals in 
agreeing to the peace pact, was 
badly defeated . by American 
Marines and native constabulary 
last month when he attacked the 
garrison at Ocotal.

GENEVA, Sept. 1.—The fortye 


sixth session of the League of Na- 
tions Council was opened today un« 
der the presidency of Enrique Vil- 
legas, Chilean Ambassador to Italy. 
M. Paul Boncour represented 
France pending the arrival of the 
French Foreign Minister, Aristide 
Briand, who is due Saturday. Sir 
Austen Chamberlain represented 
Great Britain, Foreign Minister 
Stresemann, Germany, and Dr. 
Benes, Czecho-Slovakiz. 
Administrative questions occu- 
pied the openirg meeting, which 
was held in private. The lobbies of 
the building were filled and specu- 
lation was heard as to what the 


League <Assembly, opening next 
Monday, would do concerning the 
problem of disarmament. 

Another question holding popular 
interest was whether Great Britain, 
France and Germany, and possibly 
other great powers, would formu- 
late any common policy toward 
Russia.

It is stated in German circles 
that Herr Stresemann will make 
no attack on the allied Powers for 
their failure to reauce the forces 
of occupation in the Rhineland by 


more than 10,000. The Germans 
are said to deem the reduction too 
small to call for congratulations, 
and too big to justify complaint. 

However, it is understood that 
the Foreign Minister in addressing 
the Assembly with an advocacy of 
& general reduction of armaments, 
will refer to a necessity for the 
evacuation of German soil. 

With what appears to be a more 
qpergetic attitude in France against 
communistic influences, it is being 
asked whether Great Britain and 
France won't seek to induce Herr 
Stresemann to join these two coun- 
tries in a more positive common 
action against communistic propa- 
ganda. This would mean that Ger- 
many would have to define more 
clearly her attitude toward Russia. 

German observers who have ar- 
rived here insist that German of 
ficlaldom is becoming more alive 
to the potential dangers of com- 
munism, 

Germany has arranged that she 
shall not be under obligation to 
permit the use of German soil jor 
the passage of troops toward Rur- 
sia in the event of an outbreak cf 
hostility, and it is said that ef- 
forts may be made to induce Ger- 
many to accept the League Coven- 
ant’s regulations without excep- 
tion, so that the League may be 
strengthened as a political anti- 
pte organism.

In the first place, it is more than doubt- 
ful that religious instruction in the schools 
would do anything to prevent the spread 
of radicalism; but if it were sure to do 
so, that would be a reason for excluding 
it, not for injecting it. 

The speaker obviously never took into 
consideration the fact that if his plan had 
been adopted and had actually worked 
when the history of this country began, 
there would be no such nation as the 
United States of America now. The coun- 
try was made, enlarged and preserved by 
men who were first radicals and only later 
founding. fathers. George Washington was 
not only a radical, but one who believed in 
direct action. He drove his arguments 
home with explosives. Every one of the 
men who supported him was a radical, and 
if England had been able, she would have 
executed them as remorselessly as Massa- 
chusetts executed Sacco and Vanzetti. : 

Every man whose name stands out today 
in American history as a power in the land 
began as a radical, Jefferson was no more 
radical than -Hamilton, although their lines 
of action diverged. Andrew Jackson was 
an appalling radical. Lincoln was a radical 
and a subversive agitator of the most pro- 
nounced type. Roosevelt and Wilson were 
radicals, of course, 

But Harding was not a radical. A sys- 
tem of education that would have excluded 
all the radicals and left us only the Hard- 
ings is hardly to be recommended. True, 
Czolgoscz and Guiteau also were. radicals 
as well as assassins. But their intellectual 
feebleness, not their radicalism, made them 
criminals, 

What this country needs is not exclusion 
of radicals, but bigger and better radicals.

MISSOURI FARM UNIT INDORSES 
LOWDEN AND ASSAILS REED 


Senator Attacked for “Betrayal of 
Agriculture;” Issuance of Addi- 
tional Road Bonds Opposed, 

By the Associated Press. 

SEDALIA, Mo., Sept. 1.—Former 
Governor Frank O. Lowden of Illi- 
nois was indorsed for the presi- 
dency in 1928 by the Missouri 
Farmers’ Association shortly before 
its annual convention ended here 
yesterday. In almost the same 
breath, the convention scored Unit- 
ed States Senator James Reed of 
Missouri with the following resolu- 
tion: 

“We wish to denounce the be- 
trayal of agriculture in two recent 
sessions of Congress by Senator 
James A. Reed and in these prem- 
ises we cannot escape the convic- 
tion that he was willing to sacrifice 
the farmers of his own State in or- 
der to gain the support of the in- 


dustrial East in his aspirations for 
the Democratic presidential nom- 
ination.” 

Then, referring to Lowden, the 
resolutions continued: “With refer- 
ence to the approaching presi- 
dential election, we hereby suggest 
that every member of the Missouri 
Farmers’ Association, irrespective 
of what political party he may be- 
long to, sign a petition asking that 
stalwart and fearless friend of ag- 
riculture, ex-Governor Frank O. 
Lowden of Illinois, to become a 
candidate for President in the 
forthcoming Republican national 
convention.” 

The convention also praised Sen- 
ator Harry B. Hawes and all other 
Missouri representatives in Con- 
gress who voted for the McNary- 
Haugen bill. 

The issuance of additional road 
bonds by the State of Missouri was 
frowned upon by the convention, 
unless “the interests of our com- 
mon dirt roads receive full and fair 
consideration.”

EEPING cut flowers and veg- 
etables is always a bit of a 
problem. Especially is it 
hard to hold on to flowers from the 
florist, for he keeps them in the ice- 
box until sold, and the minute they 
are taken out they promptly begin 
to wilt. Clip a little from the steins 
and put the flowers into warm 
water and set in the dark until the 
water is cold; then add fresh cold 
water. This is often successful if 
the flowers are wilted while still 
fresh. Or put them in carbonated 
water, bottled soda or vichy with- 
out flavoring in it. Adding a little 
salt to the cold water sometimes 
helps. 

If the flowers are fresh from the 
@arden it is much easier. When cut- 
ting early in the morning, before 
the sun has been shining on thém. 
carry a@ pail partiy filled with cold 
water and sharp scissors. Cut the 
fresh gladiolas when the few lower 
flowers on the spikes are opén, then 
the rest will 6pen in the house. Cut 
the stem a little @ach day and re- 
move the flowers aa they die down. 
Roses should be cut with fairly 
long stéms and be pit right into 
oold water, and where it is dark 
and cool, génerally in the cellar, 
bringitig them to the light after two 
or three hours, Bometimes, if flower 
stems are stuck into bits of raw po- 
tato they keep well, or wrapped in 
& little damp cotton if they are to 
be kept for several hours. Some 
people have success putting the 
stems of the pickable flowers in 
warm water that has a litle aspirin 
dissolved in it.

HE proverbia] one-armed paper 
@ hanger with the hives who, 

from time to time has been 
used to serve as an example of one 
whose time is fairly well occupied, 
in reality is a drone now that Mrs. 
Thomas Boland, the only woman 
paper hanger in Festus, Mo., and 
vicinity, has stepped forward to 
challenge his alleged industry. 

For Mrs. Boland not only is a 
paper hanger. ‘She keeps house for 
her husband and five children, 
runs @ miniature bakery in her 
home where she bakes bread and 
cakes to sell to residents of Fes- 
tus and finds time in between to 
do a washing or two for friends 
when they are ill. 

Nor does Mrs. Boland believe in 
an eight-hour day. She arises at 5 
a m., cleans her house, prepares 
breakfast and manages to keep 
busy until 8 and 9 o’clock each eve- 
ning. 

“There’s no idle bread around 
anywhere for me, that I’ve even 
been able to find,” Mrs. Boland 
said. “And even if there was, I] 
wouldn’t want it. I want to earn 
whatever I have, for I have always 
noticed that what you get for noth- 
ing usually is worth just about that 


much.

S sions — my folks and I do. 

My husband is a stationary 

fireman at the glass works in Fes- 
tus and that work doesn’t pay a 
whole lot, of course, But with 
what I can earn we are sending 
our children to school, we are buy- 
ing our own home and have never 
wanted for anythink. Not that 
Tom—that’s my husband—couldn’t 
Support us and do a good job of it, 
too, on what he makes. But we 
get ahead a whole lot faster with 
me doing what I can to make 
s0me money, too. 


O we pay our way as we go 


“I always did economize around 
home and that’s how I got start- 
ed in the paper hanging business. 
After paying paper hangers to 
paper our house two or three 
times, I thought I could do 
just as well myself and save that 
money. So I armed myself with a 
broom to smooth the paper on 
with, got a stepladder and did such 
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a good job of it that my neighbors 
wanted me to paper their homes, 
too. 

“This summer I already have 
made about $400 in my paperhang- 
ing business, in addition to money 
I have earned selling bread and 
things I bake, Then I have made 
a little money doing washings for 
friends, but this hasn’t been very 
much, because I just did the wash- 
ings for accommodation when folks 
were ill, so I. didn’t § feel like 
charging more than just enough 
to pay the cost of the work. 

“I charge $3.50 to $4.50 a room 
for papering, according to the size. 
The customer, of course, furnishes 
the paper. Gradually this business 
is growing so that IJ could open a 
wall paper store in Festus and do 
very well. As itis, when customers 
aSk me to pick out wall paper sam- 
ples to submit to them, sometimes

I have to come to St. Louis to get 
them, when I cannot find what I 
want in Festus.” 

In hanging wall paper, Mrs. 
Boland has only one assistant, an 
§-year-old son, Lloyd. As she 
pastes the paper onto ceilings, 
holding it aloft on her broom Lloyd 
goes along behind to hold up one 
end of the paper so it doesn’t drag 
on the floor.

Shoo the Flies 
From the Baby 


By Emilie Hoffman 


N ONE of our parks a baby sat 
[: its perambulator the other day 

sucking a lollypop and flies were 
swarming about the baby face. 

The mother appeared entirely 
oblivious of the great dangers her 
child was being subjected to. 

In the first place there was that 
lollypop—this was a sufficient abuse 
to the Jigestive system to cause 
trouble for both mother and child. 
Then there was that swarm’ of 
flies—an alarming menace to the 
child’s health and life. 

On the grass not far away a baby 
lay asleep. The mother who sat 
nearby made no attempt to chase 
away the flies that walked around 
the baby’s face. No doubt tn both 
cases the neglect was due to ignor- 
ance on the subject, for surely no 
mother would knowingly take such 
chances on her child’s health. 

If either of these babies come 
down with summer complaint the 
mothers will wonder what caused 
it and it, probably, will never occur 
to either of them that flies were re- 
sponsible for it, for it is well known 
that flies are a common cause of 
this dreaded’ children’s disease. 
Some years ago the New York 
Health Department instituted a 
campaign against the house fly and 
after more than 18,000 observations 
they concluded that the fly is re- 
sponsible for the majority of cases 
of summer complaint in infants. 

It is a well-known fact that flies 
are disease carriers and investiga- 
tors who have given the subject ex- 
haustive study assert that the fly 
is the most common cause of infan- 
tile paralysis. It also spreads ty- 
phoid. In fact flies do nothing but 
harm, so why not shield the babies 
against these death-dealing insects? 

It is such a simple matter to pro- 
tect the baby by spreading mos- 
quito netting over the entire crib. 

Keep baby’s face and hands thor- 
oughly clean—this will discourage 
the visits of flies. These insects will 
avoid perfumes, so it might be a 
wise precaution to spray the inte- 
rior of the perambulator with per- 
fume. Oil of lavender mixed with 
an equal part of water is a good 
spray. The odor of honeysuckle, 
mignonette, helilotrope and geran- 
ium are all offensive to flies, and 
a spray of any one of these tucked 
inside the perambulator, or pinned 
to the top of baby’s pillow, will 
prove an effectual preventive.
